| Many mgpths ago, I paid a visit to the 

East Wall” { factory ‘of Messrs. McCairns 
Motors, Ltd., Dublin, when preparations 
were being made for the assembly of 
Vauxhall motor cars and: ‘Bedford trucks. 

The most up-to-date equipment in the 
way of welding plant, electric hoists and 
elaborate jig was being installed. Then 
in August of this year I was at the factory 
again when Mr. Lemass, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, was being shown 
around the plant by the Managing 
Director, Mr. Thomas MeCairns. Produc- 
tion was in full swing at that time, and 
twelve Vauxhalls and ten Bedfords were 
leaving the East Wall every week. A still 
more recent visit to this factory and to 
the tompany’s showrooms at 2 Dawson 
street; Dublin, convinced me that the 
reports of steady expansion which we had 
been hearing from this firm were by no 
means exaggerated, and that Messrs. 
McCairns Motors, Ltd., is one of the 
largest organisations in the motor car 
industry in the Irish Free State to-day. 

The firm of McCairns Motors, Ltd., was 
formed in October, 1933, and in the begin- 
ning employed seventeen persons, with a 
monthly wage bill of £220. The assembly 
works was opened on October Ist, 1934, 
| the change-over from a distributing to a 
‘manufacturing organisation involving 
‘some difficult problems. 

By the time the Minister for Industry 
| and Commerce inspected the factory with 
Mr. McCairns in August last one hundred 
workers were employed and the monthly 
wage bill totalled about £1,100. The 
works have been laid out for an output of 
2,000 units a year, and the buildings 
cover ah area of 25,000 ‘square feet 
already, while a contract for an. addi- 
tional building, which will add 5,700 
square feet to the covered area, was placed 
some time ago. 

Now. the firm employs over two hun- 
dred werkmen and the weekly wage bill 
runs into four figures. 


DISTRIBUTION 


Messrs. McCairns Motors, Ltd., of East 
Wall and 2 Dawson street, Dublin, are 
both assemblers and distributors of Vaux- 
hall cars and Bedford trucks, They are 
well represented throughout the Free 
State, and their distributors include :—

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put on the market in 1905. Present-day 
models are worthy descendants of the cars 
which earned themselves a reputation for 
being a fine piece of engineering work- 
manship. 

Apart from such improvements as inde- 
pendent springing, much progress has been 
made by the Vauxhall technicians in 
viding cars with greater riding comfort, 
distinctive appearance and smart accelera- 
tion. The chassis has great rigidity, and 
the independent springing, besides cushion- 
ing the body, improves the steering and 
adds to the real enjoyment of motoring. 


“ LIGHT SIX ” 


The main features of the Vauxhall Light 
Six for 1936 include separate adjustable 
front seats and side arm rests to the rear 
seat. The front* seats are carried on 
chromium-plated tubular frames. Small] 
luggage and the spare tyre are accom- 
modated in a concealed boot incorporated 
in the rear panelling of the car. The rear 
panel itself swings downwards to carry 
large luggage. The doors are wide and 
there are no floor wells. Vauxhall no. 
draught ventilation is incorporated. This 
provides pivoted ventilators in each of the 
front and rear windows, each being con- 
trolled by a separate handle. 

The tax on these 12 h.p. and 14 h.p. 
models is £12 and £14 respectively. T 
12 h.p. Standard Saloon costs £290 and 
the 13, h.p. and 14 h.p. de Luxe Saloons 
£305, delivered Dublin. 

The performance of the Light Six, 
whether the 12 h.p. or the 14 h.p. version, 
is-—to use a schoolboy’s expression— 

“topping,” either type of engine giving 
a rapidity of acceleration which is really 
remarkable. Gear-changing is effortless, 
and the Vauxhall super-synchromesh 
system is used in the four-speed gear-box. 
Double declutching or pausing in neutral 
is unnecessary, and the automatic checking 
device makes it impossible to clash gears. 

The performance of the 12 h.p. car is 
between 65 and 65 m.p.h. and of the 14 
h.p. model 65-70 m.v.h. 


THE ENGINES 

In the “Light Six’’ models the engine 
is of the six-cylinder, overhead valve type, 
with a detachable head. It has a four- 
bearing crankshaft fitted with a vibration 
damper, and the whole engine is on four 
flexible rubber mountings to cushion it 
from the frame. Ignition is by means of 
a Lucas coil and distributor, with a 
micrometer adjustment to suit the grade 
of fuel used. 

Other technical details of importance 
include: — Carburetter: Zenith down- 
draught.

BEDFORD TRUCKS 


The most important changes in the Bed- 
ford models for 1936 are incorporated in 
the 30-cwt. and 2-ton models. Just as the 
Bedford 3-tonner with its special semi- 
forward control set up a new style in 
middle-weight trucks on its introduction 
last year, so the new designs of the 30-cwt. 
and 2-tonners will aitract the attention of 
transport operators this year. The engine, 
cab and body have been moved forward 
21 inches in relation to the front axle. 
This new engine mounting gives much im-

these modéls have resulted in an increase 
of the braking area from 240 to 258 sq. 
inches. 

The 27 h.p. engine, fitted on the 50- 
ewt., 2 and 3-ton models, has been refined 
in a number of details. This engine de- 
velops 64 b.h.p. at 2,800 r.p.m., and has 
a four-speed gearbox. 

These Bedfords have a new radiator and 
modern design front wings, which give a 
very smart appearance to the truck. 

Minor modifications have been made in 
the 3-tonner models, the changes includ- 
ing the new radiator, improved servo 
brakes, improved progressive rear springs, 
and minor improvements in the cab. The 
other freight-carrying models in the Bed- 
ford range are the 8 cwt. and the 12 ewt. 
types. The 12 cwt. type, powered with a 
20 h.p. 6-cylinder engine, has a new 
radiator with a chromium-plated shell. 
Bedford trucks are built to allow for a 50 
‘ey cent. overload, a very important 
eature for the truck operator. 

A new 26-seater ’bus chassis has been

ANOTHER OPINION

‘The. first operations were those of 
assembling chassis so that imported bodies 
could be erected on them, but this did not 
satisfy the ambitious Irish Free State 
Government, who insisted upon complete 
assembly. Sa McCairns Motors went 
further: they added truck body building 
and car body assembling to their chassis 
activity, with the result that the firm is 
already in a position to turn out 2,000 
units a year. A considerable job of work 
on a site which is excellent. It is on the 
quay-side, thus reducing the handling of 
eases and facilitatitig transference from 
ships to shops; a factor of economy which 
affects costs and resultant sales prices.

Catholic Emancipation and ‘98 


The main theme of this Life, as we have 
said, is the historical position of Tone as 
a founder of Catholic democracy. It is 
worked ont in a most interesting manner 


leneth than can fairly be claimed in a 
review. ‘* Emancipation,’’ declares Mr. 
De Blacam, ‘‘ sprang at last from the 
French Revolution: let that truth be 
learnt by all speakers and writers on this 
controversial matter.” and he goes on to 
prove it. He quotes in support the resolu- 
tions which Tone sent for the Belfast 
Volunteers in 1791, and gives excerpts from 
his famous pamphlet ‘‘ On behalf of the 
Catholics of Ireland '—“ the grandest 
utterance in the cause of Catholic liberties 
ever made by an Irishman’’—and shows 
“how the progress of the revolution in 
France was the mainspring of events in 
Treland.’’ The argument must be followed 
in detail in the book itself. It is im- 
portant enough to attract the attention of 
the historian. 


Scepticism in the North 


On one point the author himself should 
give more extended treatment. In Belfast, 
he remarks, ' the Dissenters—i.ec., Presby- 
terians—were predisposed to republican 
and sceptical ideas, Some of them were 
offended by Tone’s refusal to make Paine’s 
Koran his Bible. Mark, then, that in the 
movement for liberty in Belfast there was 
a -powerful element of pure ratianalism, 
which had little enough in common with 
nationalism; this explains much later 
history.” This explanation Mr, de Blacam 
does not give. And it is debatable whether 
the Presbyterians as a body, or their 
leaders, were predisposed to scepticism in 
religion. That, in fact, was the charge 
made by the majority section against the 
minority section, the Arians; and it was 
this minority that was foremost in the 
movement. for Catholie liberty and 
suffered most in the insurrection of 1798; 
and, as we have suggested here before, its 


history in relation to both movements is 
worth deeper study than has yet been 
given to it. Mr. de Blacam is nearer the 
mark when he says that in the early 
stages ‘‘ Tone would have no secrecy or 
Masonic methods, and he wanted liberty 
without. as Drennan would have it, 
making sceptics of them first.” He ignores, 
however, the strength which Masonic 
lodges and leaders brought to the Volun- 
teers, the Emancipation agitation, and 
the United Irishmen, “although Father 
Patrick Rogers has given due credit for it. 

A biography is often a revelation of its 
writer’s mind, as of its subject's. It is 
this which brings strange Jacobite re 
collections into this ardent republican 
volume,. If, as is unlikely. Tone would 
have thought of the Court of St. James 
as the place where “ Henry Sinart was 
the rightful Kine in 1792,” it is not 
possible to agree that Prince Charlie was 
“the last true King that Europe ever 
knew.” 

There is so much meat in this volume 
that the temptation to freanent quotation 
is strong. Bnt. resisting the temptation,

A Case Against Church 


Union 


AA 
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Church Union. By “ Nalhaleam.' London: 
Arthur H. Stockwell, Ltd. 2/6 net. 


HE author of this book contends that 
there have been no authentic cases of 
Church union in the past, and that, in 
fact, formal union is neither necessary nor 
desirable, Where two Churehes have 
become united, he holds, it has been a 
case, not of real union between the two, 
but of the absorption of one by the other, 
or else an ‘‘ amicable settlement of minor 
disputes among the members of a very 
large family,’’ and never “a successful 
union of Churehes of diverse forms of 
worship and Chureh government and 
doctrine,’’ The efforts towards Chureh 
union during the past century, “in re- 
ducing the number of Protestant de- 
nominations in this and other lands... . 
have ended in ghastly failure. The 
Protestant Churehes are more divided 
to-day, and the number of denominations 
is greater, than a century ago,”’ ” 

““ Nalhaleam ” argues that these violent 
efforts toa promote unity are sanctioned 
neither by the Redeemer nor by the Apostle 
Paul. In Christ’s view, “ uniformity in 
the Church was a thing indiffereni.’’ He 
insists, moreover, that the blending of two 
Churches, differing radically in regard to 
modes of worship and Church government. 
in order to produce “a ynited hybrid 
Church,” must impose a severe strain on 
the consciences of the majority of members 
of each Church,” and suggests, finally. 
that the ends of the ‘‘ Church unionists "’ 
might best be met by an “ eeclesiastical 
Hague Conference’? of the Protestant 
Churches, 

This is a small, but thoughtful, hook. 
Tt may not be relished by members of the 
Churehes of Ireland and England: for 
‘* Nalhalcam ”’ is unsparing of his denun- 
ciations of “ prelacy.’’ But all clergymen 
should read it. 


their work. utler argues in a 
book of fine lcarning and exquisite taste,

The Germans, Miss Butler says, lay 
more stress on truth than on beauty— 
they pursue the absolute always. Luther, 
in depriving them of the Roman faith and 
ritual, “ destroyed . , that poetical 
combination of beauty and truth for which 
they have ever since been seeking in 
Greek or Nerdic mythologies og by revert- 
ing to the Catholic faith,” The im- 
passioned classicism of the older Germans 
sprang from the same instinct as the 
racial fanaticism of the present day, a 
hunger for a mythology, a craving for an 
imaginative home. The Latins have dis- 


eovered a rational balanee that the 
Germans have to seek still, so Miss 
Butler contends. and her excellent, 
thoughtful writing almost persuades us 
that she has found the key to the German 
enigma. 


A Living Influence 


An even better book, in the satisfaction 
which it yields to the scholarly reader, is 
found in Sir R, W. Livingstone’s Martin 
Classical Lectures, We are offered a 
striking contrast between Addison and 
Arnold, Both were ardent Hellenists, 
Both praised the purity and strength of 
Greek poetry. Yet. when he quoted a 
translation of Sappho, Addison showed 
no dislike for turgid English. In fine, 
he admired Greek, but did not appraciate 
it justly. Arnold, on the other hand, 
found in Greek a discipline, a moral 
supplement to religion—a view which 
would have seemed absurd ‘to the 
eighteenth century author, Appreciation 
had begun. 

Greek was understood when it was 
regarded as something more than a dead 
language. It entered modern culture as a 
living influence. Yet, as the lecturer finely 
shows, it might supply philosophy to the 
scholastics and discipline to the moderns ; 
but it always fell short of that super- 
natural element that only (Christianity 
could offer. Death was faced bravely, yet 
with despairing defiance, by the typical 
Greek. It needed something that the 
classical mind never knew to make the 
soul victor over death’s vietory. 
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Plays by Elmer Rice 
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Other Plays, and Net for Children. By 

Eimer Rise. London; Gollanog, 
ATRONS of the Gate Theatre who find 
the intricacies of “ Not for Children’’ 
a little beyond their grasp will be able to 
study them further in this volume of Mr. 
Rice’s latest plays. Reading, indeed, 
brings out several points which are likely 
to escape one during a stage performance, 
and reveals fully the skill which the 


author has ysed in his passage from one 
plane of dramatic illusion to another, 

The ingenuity of “ Net fer Children ” 
is the book’s main claim to attention ; for 
the other plays are slightly *isappointing. 
Mr. Rice, like Mr. Eugene O'Neill, has 
decided that he must deal deeply with 
life, and the result ean best be illustrated 
by the final lines of “ We, the People’’: 
‘It is our house, this America. Let us 
cleanse it .and put it in order and make 
it a decent place for decent people to live 
in.”’ There is nothing wrong with the 
sentiment, but there is a certajn obvious- 
ness in the manner of its expression, and 
this obviousness—this sense that the 
author is dealing with subjects whose full 
implication he does not quite grasp—may 
be noticed in all these plays. Actually, 
the criticism has least foree when applied 
to “We, the People,” which not only 
shows the author at his best as a master 
of technique, but states his case against 
capitalism with great strength. There is 
an echo of Toller’s passion and sincerity 
in this play, but in “ Between Two 
Worlds’ and ‘! Judgment Day’ the 
liveliness of the characters cannot dis- 
guise the banality of the argument.

When will Dublin erect statues to honour 
Ireland’s composers and follow the practice 
so widespread on the VCoutinent o1 erecting 
statues, buildings, and even calling streets 
after the names of master musicigns! 

The question was asked on Thursday by Mr. 
F. C. J. Swanton, F.R.C.O., in the course 
of a lecture at the Royal Irish Academy of 
Music, under the auspices of the Ladies 
Committee of the Feis Ceoil, who have 
created a fund for the presentation at the 
Feis Ceoil annually of # Stanford.Aledal to 
keep alive the memory of Sir Tharles Villiers 
Stanford 

It was appropriate that last night’s lecture 
and gathering to further that object should 
have been held in the Academy of Music, 
hecause, as Mr. Swanton pointed out, Btan- 
ford was a pupil of that Academy, of which 
his father was one of the founders, and he 
was the greatest composer that house of 
musie had given to the world.. He had gone 
from amoyg them, but had left them the 
precious at of his musie. 

The lecturer paid tribute to Madame Heller 
and the ladies’ committee for their splendid 
effort they were making to perpetuate Stan- 
fórd's memory among young musicians. 

In interesting fashion, Mr. Swanton told 
of Stanford's early studies’ at the feet. ol 
Sir Robert Stewart. and Joseph Robinson in 
Dublin, and of his later studies on the Con- 
tinent. He recalled that Stanford was born 
at No. 2 Herbert street. and that the tablet 
on that house was the only memorial to him, 

He mentioned that Stanford had. heen 
honoured by both Cambridge and Oxford, 
but it was only when it was too late and 
when he could net come to Dublin that the 
University of Dublin offered him its degrees. 

Stanford had not a rival in Europe as a 
teacher, and most of the successful composers 
of the present day in England had heen his 
pupils -~ Vaughan Williams, John Ireland, 
Rutland Bonghton, Holst, etc.—-and he had 
that rare gift of imparting some of his own 
immense knowledge of music and penetrating 
insight without. hindering their own indivi- 
dual style and development. 

Professor Heller presided, and the leeture 
was illustrated by songs by Stanford, sung 
by Miss Violet Pearson and Mr. Michael 
O’ Higgins.

Mr. W. M. Forsyth last night presided at 
a largely attended meeting in Jury's Hotel 
oí the Dublin Branch of the Guild of Insur- 
ance Officials. 

Mr. Forsyth referred to the impending in 
surance legislation, and said they desired that 


insurance in all its branches should be con- , 


ducted in this country on the highest possible 
plane..

No greater 
ealamity could happen to insurance in general 
than the failure of any office, Irish or Fnglish. 
lt was their desire that there should be strong 
Irish offices, and they were anxious to assist 
in any way in their power to ensure that 
protection should be given to all policies.

HIT BY ECONOMIC WAR 


Mr A. P. Jackson, on being re-elected 
Chairman of Shgo Harbour Commissioners, 
said that their import and export figures for 
the past eleven months showed the. detri- 
mental effect which the economic war with 
(ireat Britain, in conjunction with the chang- 
ing industrial conditions of the Free Siate, 
was having on the trade of the port. The 
decrease iu the imports of maize meant a loss 
of revenne of over £1,000, and the decrease 
in sugar a loss of over £600, The large 
decrease in the export of sheep was accounted 
for by the fact that durmg the lamb season 
a bounty of 16s. per cwt, was paid on dead 
lambs, Avery large number were killed 
locally and sent daily to the English markets 
hy rail 

From the Ist January to 30th November 
the total revenue from shipping was £10,052, 
a decrease of £777; harbour dues £5,584, 
decrease £189; import dues £3,628, decrease 
£399 ; export dues £997, decrease £85; total 
vessels arriving 213, decrease 9; Continental 
vessels 34 decrease 7; coal cargoes from 
sritish ports 58, increase 14.

said that the total original amount of the 
estimate for the salaries and expenses of 
the Gallery was £3,762. Under a sub- 
head provision was included for the con- 
tinuance of the payment of a temporary 
and non-pensionable allowance of £200 a 
year to the Secretary of the Commissioners 
| of Charitable Donations and Bequests for 
acting as Director of the Gallery. That 
officer, however, resigned from the Civil 
Service in February last, and his successor 
in the post of Director of the Gallery was 
appointed thereto on a salary of £500 a 
year. 
The present holder entered on his duties 
on lst October last. The provision 
originally made in the vote was not 
sufficient to meet the increased salary pay- 
able to the Director. In addition provi- 
sion was necessary for payment to the 
Registrar of a gratuity in respect of the 
period March lst to September 30th, 
during which the Directorship of the 
Gallery was vacant, and he was required 
to undertake these duties. The total sum 
required in the supplementary grant was 
£200. | 


AN UNFAIR SALARY 


asked would it be possible to allow the 
holder to accept fees for valuing and in- 
specting pictures. 

Mr. MacDermot (Ind., Roscommon) 
asked if they really wished to tell the 
world that it was not thought of sufficient 
importance to pay a decent salary to the 
Director of their National Gallery. He 
could not understand why they, who were 
trying to revive civilisation in this country, 
should not be willing to pay at any rate 
£1,000 per annum to the Director. He 
thought the change of salary should have 
been made before Dr. Bodkin left. 

Mr. Dillon (U.1., Donegal) said there 
was no more poisonous system, from the 
plumber to the Prime Minister, than to 
pay a man an inadequate salary on the 
grounds that he could pick up odd jobs. 
He suggested that a common definite status 
should be found for the directors of the 
National Gallery, the National Museum, 
and the National Library. 

Mr. Cosgrave (U.I., Cork) said that 
that vote ought to have been introduced 
before the appointment of Director of the 
Gallery was made, so that the House might 
express its views as to exactly what were 
the nature of the duties of the office. 
Everybody wished the new Director well. 
It might have been that had the salary 
offered been greater he would still have 
succeeded in getting the post. 

A salary of £500 was not enough, and 
was neither fair to the individual nor to 
the post. 

Professor J. M. O'Sullivan (U.L., 
Kerry) said Dr. Furlong was perfectly 
capable of filling the post adequately, and 
that being so, he ought to get an adequate 
salary. There should not be a temptation 
up for him to cease to be the head of the 
Gallery and become a dealer instead. 

Mr. Goulding (F.F., Waterford) 
suggested that pictures from the Gallery 
should be loaned fer exhibition to the 
larger provincial centres, and have a 
lecturer accompany them. 

Mr. H. M. Dockrell (U.I., Co. Dublin) 
said that a situation in which the director 
would buy the right picture for his own 
account and the wrong one for the Gallery, 
would lead to a very unsatisfactory state 
of affairs.

SE Abyssinian Government has sent a

The bombardment of Dessie, says the 
Note, was a flagrant, violation of interna- 
tional rights as well as of Abyssinian 
rights, because the American Hospital, 
flying the Red Cross flag, also was 
bombed. 

‘‘The Italian Government may, indeed, 
consider itself authorised to bombard us 
when we go out to share the sufferings 
of our soldiers and to defend our soil, but 
the bombing of open towns, such as Dabat, 
Gondar and of numerous villages inhabited 
by non-combatant peasants and containing 
neither troops nor means of defence, the

1,000 BOMBS 


Nearly a thousand bombs, explosive and 
incendiary, were dropped by Italian aero- 
planes on Dessie. Huge Caproni bombers 
in three flights appeared at 8.30 over the 
city, which normally has a population of 
about 20,000, and within a few moments 
columns of flame were shooting up from 
various parts of the town. 

The population fled in shrieking panic 
to whatever shelter.they could find: Fly- 
ing at a height of about 2,000 feet, the 
raiders rained down their bombs as they 
circled the streets. The first raid lasted 
about twenty minutes. The American Hos- 
pital was among the first buildings to be 
struck by an incendiary bomb, and some 
hospital tents were also hit and burnt. 
The patients were removed as rapidly as 
possible, and the only casualty so far 
reported at the hospital is a nurse, who 
had a leg blown off. 

Thirty-two killed have been counted and 
200 are reported wounded, some of them 
severely. Among the wounded are M. 
Georges Goyon, the Special Correspondent 
of the Havas Agency, and Lieutenant le 
Frepont, the Belgian Officer Censor. 

About an hour and a half later the 
raiders reappeared and: dropped a second 
load of bombs, but the terrified inhabitants 
had remained in the open country and in 
their shelters, and very few further 
casualties were caused. A third raid was 
carried out by four machines, 


WAR REALLY STARTING 

The actual bombardment of the town 
lasted over an hour. Part of the palace 
of the Crown Prince, where the Negus had 
taken up his quarters, was destroyed. 

Everyone in Addis Ababa has the feel- 
ing that the war is now really beginning. 
An unconfirmed report states that 400 
have been killed in a battle now raging 
in the Dolo region, near Makale. Five 
people are said to have been killed in an 
air raid on Gondar, north of Lake Tana. 

Italian reports state that the Abyssinians 
are showing signs of ever-increasing 
aggressiveness. Patrol engagements are 
announced from all sectors of the front, 
but it is claimed that the Abyssinian 
attackers have everywhere been put. to 
flight.

Under the heading, ‘‘ The War-like 
Bishop,’’ Signor Gayda says that the most 
war-like speech heard in London yesterday 
was that of the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and he declares that Church of England 
bishops in Malaya are conducting a 
crusade against Italy. 
The clash between the British Empire, 
with its Anglo-Saxon ties, and Italy, with 
her need for expansion, has become an 
open and deliberate clash between the 
Anglican and the Catholic Churches, he 
Says. 
‘* We are witnessing a vast anti-Italian 
movement of the whole Anglican Church 
on all the territories of the British Empire. 
British propaganda~+ against Italy is 
rapidly extending throughout the 
Dominions and the Colonies of the 
Empire, and to all the territories of the 
world so accessible to British influence.

HE U.S., French and Italian delega- 

tions to the Naval Conference, which 
opens on Monday, arrived in London last 
night, and all the Powers concerned are 
now ready to begin their talks. The diffi- 
culties of the situation with which the 
Conference will have to deal are shown by 
the following summary of the viewpoints 
of the various countries :— 

Japan warts parity with Britain and 
U.S.A. ; suggests total abolition or drastic 
limitation of battleships, aircraft carriers 
and big cruisers, 

Great Britain, with greater responsi- 
bilities, is unwilling to grant parity to 
Japan, but is willing to meet Japan ; may 
try to reach a compromise between the 
U.S. wish for a 35,000-ton battleship and 
the Japanese suggested limit of 26,000 
tons; wants all Powers to declare their 
building programmes for some years ahead 
in all categories; wants more cruisers— 
a minimum of 70; would probably be con- 
tent with 15 battleships, but may suggest 
raising age-limit from 20 years to 26 years 
—a generally agreed point. 

The United States is also unwilling to 
concede parity to Japan, and will insist 
on a 5 to 3 ratio; wants 35,000-ton battle- 
ships and 10,000-ton cruisers, but may 
ugree to smaller guns than 16 inches for 
battleships; insists on big ships, because 
their Navy makes long sea journeys ; also 
claims cruiser equality with Britain, and 
will support any proposal to abolish sub- 
marines. 

France is agreeable to reducing capital 
ships and big cruisers to the lowest limit 
generally agreed ; is anxious over growing 
German Navy, and is reticent on questions 
of limiting total tonnage. 

Italy—With her hands full elsewhere 
Italy is reticent on her naval claims, but 
has always claimed parity with France.. 

Germany—tThe size of the German Navy 
is regulated by the Anglo-German Nava! 
Agreement, fixing the size of the German 
Navy at approximately 35 per cent. of the 
British.

The Franco-British negotiations. which 
are taking place with the object of bring- 
ing about an armistice between Italy and 
Abyssinia have been made considerably 
easier as the result of the truce in the 
battle of the Leagues proclaimed in the 
Chamber this morning. 

M. Laval’s victory will strengthen his 
position in negotiating with Sir Samuel 
Hoare and Sir Robert Vansittart 
to-morrow. 

It is believed that the main difficulty 
between the British proposal and the 
French point of view is that M. Laval con- 
siders the Tigre Province should be given 
to Italy, and that only in this way is 
a settlement with Signor Mussolini 
possible. 

Great Britain, however, is unwilling, 
apparently, to go any further than the 
outline suggestions which were passed to 
the Italian Ambassador by M. Laval on 
Wednesday. 

The . Duce’s speech to Parliament 
to-morrow will, it is hoped, reach Paris 
in time to enlighten the two statesmen 
in conference at the Quai d’Orsay.

A: a special Court under the Civil 
Authorities (Special Powers) Acts, 
held in the Belfast Summons Court to-day 
before Mr. P. J. O'Doneghue, R.M., and 
Mr. H. Toppin, R.M., Peter Smyth, Falls 
road, was charged by District Inspector 
Cullen with doing an act preparatory to 
a breach of a notice dated December 5th, 
1934, prohibiting the circulation of a 
newspaper called Fianna in Northern 
Ireland by having copies of the newspaper 
in his possession. 

On a second count the defendant was 
charged with circulating the prohibited 
newspaper on November 15th. 

Similar charges were also brought against 
James Smyth and Sarah Smyth, of Raglan 
street. 

District Imspector Cullen, opening the 
case in respect of the charge agajnst Peter 
Smyth, said that twenty-five copies of the 
paper called Fianna had been seized from 
Peter Smyth’s shop on the Falls road. 
The circulation of the paper in Northern 
Ireland had been banned from January 
Ist, 1935, until December; 1935. 

THE DEFENCE 

Peter Smyth, the defendant, said that 
he carried on a newspaper agency. James 
Smyth was his brother and Sarah his 
sister-in-law. He got these papers from 
a wholesale agency. He had been asked 
by customers for Fianna and ordered 
copies. Prior to that he had never seen 
the paper called Vianna, the Voice of 
Ireland. The paper was not in existence 
in December, 1934; therefore, the order 
banning a paper called Fianna could not 
be applied to it. 

Mr. Toppin, fining Peter Smyth and 
Sarah Smyth 50s., and costs, the papers 
to be forfeited, said that the magistrates 
held that this was the paper banned in 
the order, though it was not essential, as 
there was a contingéncy for that in the 
order. and there were ,two banned 
organisations mentioned in it. Both para- 
graphs referred to the affairs of an un- 
lawful association, and the defendants 
might be prosecuted under another regula- 
tion for having documents relating to the 
affairs of an unlawful association. 

However, in view of the way the case 
had been met, a small fine would be im- 
posed, on the undertaking of the defend- 
ants that.they would not circulate these 
papers again.

M. LAVAL’S VICTORY 
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The Times in a leader to-day, comment- 
ing on the proceedings in the French 
Chamber yesterday, says:—The offer made 
by M. Ybarnegaray, its acceptance by the 
Socialist and Communist leaders, and the 
prompt introduction of bills to give effect 
to it, have, by removing the grievance 
which they felt most strongly, made it 
possible for the great bulk of the Socialist- 
Radicals to vote for the Government. They 
are being given what they asked—the dis- 
solution of the militant leagues. M. Laval 
has been able to give it to them without 
sacrificing the support he needs on the 
Right, and the result is notably to 
strengthen the position of the Government. 
More than that, it will remove an abscess 
which threatened to poison the whole 
political life of France. The Left Parties 
may have exaggerated the menace of the 
leagues, but there can be no doubt that 
they were an unhealthy growth in a demo- 
cratic State. They and the counter-organi- 
sations which were formed to oppose them 
had become a danger to public order, even 
if it seemed unlikely that they could ever 
be a real threat to the Republic. 

The three bills make semi-military poli- 
tical organisations illegal, provide severe 
penalties for the carrying of arms anid for 
the publication of incitements to violence. 
The Croix du Feu will now become a 
political party, seeking the same ends 
as hitherto, but by = strictly con- 
stitutional methods, relying upon votes 
and not upon the intimidating effect of 
demonstrations in military formation. The 
other so-called patriotic leagues will have 
to choose between following the same 
course or being suppressed altogether, and 
the counter-leagues on the Left, having 
no longer the excuse that they are neces- 
sary for purposes of self-defence or to 
preserve the Republic against Fascist 
attack, will either be dissolved or given a 
more peaceable character. 

The result .should be wholly good, 
especially since -the restrictions are the 
result of a common agreement. Passions 
had been running high, but both sides 
have realised in time the dangers of the 
situation, and have shrunk from pursuing 
their quarrel to the bitter end. They have 
put the unity of France before their 
sectional interests, making yesterday’s 
sitting of the Chamber a turning point 
in French politics. This welcome develop- 
ment is a great personal success for M. 
Laval, and a well-deserved reward for the 
skill and patience with which he has 
brought about accord between the opposing 
parties.

NATIONAL CONFERENCE 
CALLED 
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HE Executive of the Mine-Workers" 
Federation yesterday rejected the 
coal-owners’ offer, and the danger of a 
national coal strike—possibly at Christmas 
—is increased. The announcement that 
the suggestions so far advanced on behalf 
of the owners “could not be regarded as 
constituting a satisfactory basis of settle- 
ment’? was made to Captain Crookshank 
(Parliamentary Secretary for. Mines) by 
the Mine-Workers’ Federation Executive 
after a meeting between representatives 
of the owners and miners. 
The Miners’ Executive asked Captain 
Crookshank to continue his negotiations 
with the owners, which he agreed to do. 
The Executive of the Mine-Workers’ 
Federation met at their headquarters in 
Russell square, London, yesterday, to con- 
sider the proposals made overnight on 
behalf of the coal-owners, following their 
meeting with the Secretary for Mines on 
Thursday night. It had been officially 
announced that representatives ~f all the 
colliery districts intended to invite the 
miners to meet them in their districts to 
discuss the position of the industry, and 
the prospects, as they affect wages. It was 
reported that the first steps had already 
been taken with a view to increasing the 
revenue from the sale of coal in certain 
markets in the near future. 
The Miners’ Executive awaited at 
Russell square a call to tht Mines De- 
partment to discuss with Captain Crook- 
shank the owners’ invitation. While the 
Executive was in session Mr. Joseph 
Jones, Mr. W. Lawther and Mr. Ebby 
Edwards went to meet Sir Evan Williams 
and Mr. W. A. Lee. the owners’ renresent- 
atives.

Among the passengers landed here to- 
day from the United States liner Washing- 
ton waa Mr. «Henri Moreay, maritime 
agent for the French port of Bordeaux-le- 
Verdon, who has come to Ireland on a 
mission the success of which will result 
in the setting up of Dublin as a port of 
call for a Belgian line of passenger vessels. 
Mr. Moreau is visiting a number of 
prominent people in Dublin with a view to 
establishing a series of cruises by Belgian 
liners to Lourdes. These liners would sai!

passengers to Lourdes. Each vessel would 
remain about twenty-four hours in Dublin, 
during which time foreign passengers would 
be afforded facilities to visit Dublin and 
its environments. ans would be 
disembarked at Le Verdon, described by 
Mr. Moreau as the gateway to the Basilica 
of Lourdes, leaving them but a short 
train journey of five hours to reach their 
destination. On return from Le Verdon 
French passengers would join the vessel, 
and if they so desired could land at | in 
Dublin and remain over to await the 
arrival of the next steamer from Antwerp.

Dr. Kathleen Mary Dalton, medical assis- 
tant to Dr. O’Donnell for nearly ten years, 
said that he had a very busy practice in 
London, was perfectly sane, and had no 
financial worries. 

A boy named Robert Nugent, who was 
walking near the swimming pool on Wed- 
nesday evening, said that he heard a cry, 
and saw a person in the water, but as it 
was dark he could not say whether it was 
a man or a woman. He immediately tele- 
phoned to the Civic Guard. 

The Coroner (Dr. P. J. Hamilton) said 
that owing to the slippery condition of the 
sea wall, a person could easily have fallen 
from it into the sea. The doctor's cries 
were heard by the boy Nugent, and he had 
made every effort to save himself.

should have facilitated Messrs. J. and P. 
Coats in establishing a factory at Dublin. 
The latter company had issued a circular 
letter containing a number of extraordinary 
statements. The desire of the Government 
that cotton thread should be manufactured 
in the Free State was expressed in many 
ways prior to — gs result, the pave 
ment was approached certain prominen 
eople in West ort wht had succeeded in 
interesting the British Thread Mills, Ltd., a 
well-known British firm. Proposals were put 
forward to establish a factory at Westport 
for the manufacture of cotton thread, and as 
a result there emerged a scheme for the 
establishment of the industry in Westport. 
The Government approved of that scheme 
and undertook to the group responsible for 
it to give a certain measure of protection and 
other reasonable facilities. It was recog: 
nised that the factory at Westport would 
be placed at a considerable disadvantage 1! 
some other firm were allowed to engage in the 
same class of business at a factory im 
Dublin or elsewhere. Consequ¢ntly the 
Government made sewing cotton a reserved 
commodity. 

For the purpose of protecting the industry 
an ad valorem duty of 40 per cent. was im- 
posed in September, 1934, but, as the factory 
at Westport was not in production, licences 
for the importation of thread were issyerl 
freely, Alter those negotiations had been 
concluded, but before the imposition of the 
duty had been effected, the Department of 
Industry and Commerce was approached by 
a representative of Messrs, J. and P. Coats 
to inquire as to the foundation of rumours 
regarding the manufacture of cooton sewing 
thread in the Free State. No proposal was 
put forward by Messrs. Coats to engage in 
the industry here. 


THREAD IMPORTS 


Having got the information that the manu- 
facture of thread was likely to be carried on 
here, Measrs. Coats proceeded to import large 
quantities of ceó a There was no legal 
objection to them doing so, but the peculiar 
thing about it was that none of it had yet 
been sold. It was stored in Dublin. The 
Irish Sewing Cotton Co. was incorporated on 
October 18th, 1934, and the Department of 
Industry and Commerce then received a 
letter from Messrs. J. and P. Coats suggest- 
ing that the firm might be interested in the 
manufacture of thread, but that they were 
not in a position to put forward any pro- 
posal to that effect, Phere was no further 
approach until sewing cotto. was made a re- 
served commodity, whon an objection was 
received from Messrs. J and P. Coats, who 
applied for a licence to manufacture sewing 
cotton here. The application was refused. 

lt was true that the Irish Linen Thread 
Company of Dublin, in putting forward an 
objection to the amal commodity order 
proposal, stated that they had been in con- 
sultation for some time with Messrs, J. and 
P. Coats, who, they stated, subject to the 
completion of inquiries, were prepared to 
collaborate with them in the manufacture of 
cotton thread. 

Roy DILLON—When did the Minister get 
that! 

Mr. LEMASS—On June 13, 1935, after the 
factory had been built in Westport, and the 
duty had been in operation for eight months.

THE MATTER OF 
PREFERENCE 


Dealing with tne other aspect of Deputy 
Dillon’s statement, Mr Lemass asked why 
should the Government give preference to 
Messrs. J. and P. Coats for the manufacture 
of thread in Dublin rather than to the Irish 
Sewing Cotton Company to manufacture it 
in Westport. Deputy Dillon contended that 
they should have given Messrs. Coats the 
preference, but he (Mr. Lemaass) knew of no 
reason why that suggestion should be enter- 
tained. The Westport firm had behind i+ 
first-class technical knowledge. 

Mr, DILLON—It is not manufacturing an 
inch of thread,

TEAM TO-DAY

But Ireland Not Without Hope 
of Victory 


By Ovr SPgEcaL Rucsy CORRESPONDENT. 


EEING the All Blacks at Edinburgh in 
S their match with Scotland, and again at 
Belfast when opposed by Ulster, : left 

two different impressions on my mind. At 
Edinburgh the forwards were a fine scrum- 
maging pack, with any amount of fire about 
their play in the loose, and the backs as 
clever and fast a lot as I had seen together 
on the one side, It struck me that the only 
way the side would be beaten was by a par- 
ticularly good lot of for@ards playing what 
we term the typical Irish style of game, sup- 
ported by a sound back division; and even 


if such a team could be raised to oppose 
them the odds would still be on the visitors. 


THE ULSTER MATCH 


Belfast, and the wretched conditions under 
which the game was played, showed the side 
in a very different light. lt was quite 
epee: there that a soft ground and greasy 
bail were difficulties the All Blacks could 
not surmount; at any rate, to the same ex- 
tent as an ordinary Irish side would. The

Northern backs, considering that they were 
not getting as big a share of the ball from 
the scrummages, held the opposing lot well 
in check. That they did so, of course, was 
in a large measure due to the excellent sup- 

rt the forwards gave them. by quick sts 
ing from the scrummages. Hopes of an Irish 
victory were certainly rey Gi after seeing 
what a splendid match the Ulster side gave 
them. There is every reason for trusting that 
the Irish team in to-day’s game will play up 
to the standard of the Ulster XV. 


A STRONG PACK 


The experience which five of the forwards 
gained there should be helpful, and the inclu- 
sion of the three Leinster men—Wallis, 
Deering and Graves—should make for better 
scrummaging power, while the back division 
should be a good deal better. Well as 
Turner played at Belfast, he is not the equal 
of G. J. Morgan, who is about the best 
scrum-half playing at present. If he can keep 
Sadler in check to the same extent as Turner 
did he will be doing well; and he is certain 
to be far superior at shaping openings for 
Hewitt and the other backs. Bound tackling 
will be necessary at all times, and careful 
watching of the inside pass, which is. an art 
the colonials have developed in a manner 
never attempted by any Sher team. 


PACE OF THE BACKS 


All the backs are fast and dangerous scor- 
ing men, notably Caughey, Oliver and Hart; 
but where they really excel is in combination. 
When the ball comes out on their side of 
the scrummage the back division moves as 
one piece, with forwards always at hand to 
join in the attack. The probability is that 
the game will be played under similar condi- 
tions to those at Belfast, and it is doubtful 
if this will be to the advantage of Ireland. 
It is a mistake to suggest that a dry ground 
does not suit an Irish forward side. They 
really show up best when the ground is dry, 
but can also adapt themselves better to the 
altered conditions than the forwards of the 
other countries. 

ISSUE VERY OPEN 

From what I saw in the two matches in 
which the All Blacks were engaged I regard 
the issue as very open. The advantage the 
visitors have in the matter of their state of 
fiiness consequent upon their being a touring 
side, with nothing else to do except play 
football, may be the determining factor. The 
Irish side will be fit, no doubt, but cannot 
be in the same perfect condition as their 
opponents, who will also have a big advan- 
tage in respect of the amount of play they 
have had together. 

Last year Ireland lost her first match— 
that against England—and then went on to 

ain meritorious wins against Scotland and 
Wales. If it so happened that Ireland had 
to play the All Blacks at the end of the 
season the chances of a win would be far 
more favourable, but, as it is, the prospects 
are quite good, J. A, E. Siggins was a 
capable captain last year, and, having led 
the Ulster forwards with such success last 
Saturday, and with the experience gained 


through so doing, should be just the man to 
captain the first international side to beat 
the All Blacks. 


VISITORS’ BEST TEAM 


The New Zealand team, as announced yes 
terday, is the strongest available, and there 
are only two changes compared to the side 
that played Scotland, both these being in 
the pack, where D. Dalton and H. F, McLean 
replace J. Hore and R. McKenzie. Hore had 
a finger broken against Scotland, and 
McKenzie is one of the members of the side 
suffering from a cold. 

I understand the All Blacks are very con- 
fident of victory, and they consider Lans- 
downe road the perfect pitch which will be 
just the one to suit their style of play

RECLAIMING PEAT 
LAND 


SUCCESSFUL CROPS RAISED 


At the inaugural meeting of the Agricultural 
Science Society, University College, Dublin, 
Mr. W. G, Ogg, M.A., Ph.D., Director of the 
Macauley Institute for Soil Research, Aber- 
deen, lectured on “ The Reclamation of Waste 
Land,” 

Dr.'D. J. Coffey, M.A., Hon. President of 
the Society, presided. 

Dr. Ogg gave a brief account of the great 
changes which took place in the systems of 
agriculture between 1700 and 1850, and the 
reclamation of land during that period, but 


said that afterwards the cultivation of large 


tracts of vingin land in America led to a 
came falling off in reclamation in Europe. 
tecent vears, he said, had seen a great im- 
provement in the methods of draining peat 
land, and there was every possibility that 
the cost of reclamation -could be further 
reduced. 

Peat land reclamation had its own peculiar 
roblems, and on account of the difficulties 
iad not been tackled seriously, Europe had 
100 million acres of peat land, and in recent 


years great ‘strides had been made in its 


reclamation -by private individuals, govern- 
ments and agricultural and forestry schools, 
particularly in Denmark, where the reclama- 
tion of 500,000 acres had been tackled as a 
nationa] mag: 

Dr. Ogg described the experiments carried 


out since ihe establishment six years ago of 
the Macauley demonstration farm on peat 


land on the island of Lewis, where it had 
been found possible to grow good crops of 
rass, clover, silage, oats and vegetables. 
Where there had been great areas of poor 


grazing land it was found that a dressing of 
lime and fertilisers—in particular, phosphates, 
could be introduced with sn results. 


Describing the Markland settlement in New- 


feundland, commenced eighteen months ago, 
Dr. Ogg said that forty square miles of land, 
half-covered with timber, had been converted 
into an agricultural settlement, to which 
eighty unemployed families had been brought 
in the last twelve months, 


- Mr. T. O'Connell, Chief Inspector, De- 
rtment of Agriculture, said that the soil 


in Lewis was similar to the high peat bogs 
of Ireland, and Dr. Ogg’s work and smaller 
experiments at home had shown that such 
peat land could be reclaimed. The problem 
was not the possibility of reclaiming, but 
rether one of. whether the results would 
justify the expenditure of from £40 to £60 
per acre. Such expenditure might be jus- 
tified where there was an absolute shortage 
of productive land, or in connection with a 
national employment scheme’ or a national 
scheme of turf winning, but he thought that 
in this country RR ní 

more usefully employed in improving largo 
areas of r upland. |
